A representativ e o f Public 
Serv ice Co . say s, “ Because o f o ur 
mutual interest in tree beauty , we 
hav e co nsulted autho rities and are 
pleased to pass alo ng their ad­ 
v ice.” 
A tree sho u ld be lo cated with 
tho u ght giv en to its fu tu re effect o n 
y o u r ho u se, sidewalk, o v erhead wires, 
lawn, play space and garden. Trees 
with clean tanks are best to plant 
between y o u r ho u se and the street. 
Tho se that affo rd go o d shade are bet­ 
ter fo r children’s play space, near 
y o u r patio , po rch o r part o f the 
ho u se ex po sed to the afterno o n su n. 


Tall trees sho uld no t be planted 
under o r near electric lines. So o ner 
o r later they will mean tro uble 
and the result may be trimming 
that will mar the beauty o f the 
tree. Larg e trees are also mo re 
hazardo us in windsto rms and are 
mo re co stly to remo v e, if they die.

interru ptio ns o f electrical 
ierv ice after sto rms Is du e to trees 
o r limbs falling acro ss high lines, ac­ 
co rding to the u tility . 


The Mo rto n Abo retum sug g ests 
ho meo wners plant a v ariety o f 
trees.
